More Wrigley concession stands ahead

The notoriously hard-partying inhabitants 
of the bleachers at Wrigley Field should soon 
face shorter lines to get food— and beer— af- 
ter the Cubs got the go-ahead from the city 
Thursday to install new concession stands as 
part of the renovation of the outfield seating 
area. 

Appearing before the Permit Review Com- 
mittee of the Commission on Chicago Land- 
marks, team officials said they plan to install 
two new permanent concession areas, facing 
Sheffield and Waveland avenues, underneath 
the center field bleachers below the hand- 
operated scoreboard. 

Four more “portable concession stands” 


also are in the works. Two will face Sheffield 
underneath the script advertising sign on the 
outer part of the right field bleachers, and two 
others will face Waveland in back of the large 
video board in left field. 

Approval from the Landmarks Commission 
allows the Cubs to get permits to build the 
permanent concession stands. Team officials 
talked about the portable ones as well, though 
no permit is required for their installation. 

“It adds an additional amenity additional 
concession stands in the bleacher area that 
allow us to serve the fans who are out there 
in a way that’s more modern, allow us to of- 
fer other options for food, and it’s really a 
more attractive way to meet the needs of 


fans,” Cubs Vice President Michael Lufrano 
said after the meeting. “Hopefully there will 
be shorter lines, there will be better food op- 
tions and it will be an attractive addition to 
the bleachers.” 

Currently fans sitting in the bleachers walk 
behind the benches to get drinks and food 
from small concession areas, carts and beer 
vendors stationed back there. Unlike in the 
grandstand, vendors don’t walk through the 
seating areas in the bleachers. 

Lufrano said the new concession areas will 
allow the team to sell a wider variety of food. 

Lufrano said the team “will work as quickly 
as we can” to build the new permanent con- 
cession stands, saying they could open in July

It’s 
that fine line you walk; it very well could be, I 
don’t know The movie hasn’t come out yet. 

The part wasn’t written for Melissa because 
you didn’t think she could do it During the 
movie I was thinking there were these great 
inversions of the type of characters she’s 
been asked to play before, like Susan’s fake 
identity is a divorced cat lady. How much was 
tweaked after she became involved to make 
the character specific for her? 

I wrote it very much for an everywoman. My 
goal of it was, “What if this normal woman 
who people don’t even notice working in a 
cubicle got her chance?” I was never going to 
cast Angelina Jolie or somebody Abu wanted 
like a real person. I thought whoever it would 
be would probably be somebody who would 
be looked at as being just normal, and they 
would give her [bleepy] costumes just to make 
her look like a Midwestern tourist. But then 
when Melissa came on, it fed into that so 
much because one of my goals was that— any- 
time you’re a comedy star people will say “Oh, 
they only do the same thing over and over 
again,” which is ridiculous because they don’t. 

And it’s also sometimes a result of the parts 
they’re offered. 

Totally totally And everybody has a strength, 
a muscle that they go to that’s great. Robert 
De Niro, everybody their personalities come 
through no matter what you’re playing. For 
me, I know Melissa so well. I know that 
she’s this really sweet, unassuming person.

A better kind of biopic 



Coolly hypnotic, 
“Love & Mercy” 
doesn’t have the 
common problem of 
many biopics, which 
take fascinating sub- 
jects and give them 
the purely unimagi- 
native treatment. Instead, this depiction of 
the life of Brian Wilson only looks closely 
at two periods in his life, but winds up, you 
know, actually giving a sense of what it’s like 
to be him and be around him. 

Maybe you just know the reclusive Beach 
Boy from when the band guested on an 
episode of “Full House.” Or you have a vague 
knowledge about him allegedly spending years 
in bed. Or you think he’s the bearded pitcher 
who became a star for the San Francisco Gi- 
ants. (Not the same guy) In “Love & Mercy” 
Wilson (played in the ’6 os by Paul Dano 
and in the ’80s by John Cusack) occasionally 
experiences bursts of musical inspiration and 
periodically suffers explosions of paranoia. 
He’s soft-spoken but commanding, difficult

but brilliant. At least, the studio musicians 
he works with on “Pet Sounds” think so. The 
same doesn’t go for Wilson’s cousin, Beach 
Boys singer Mike Love (Jake Abel), who com- 
plains, “Even the happy songs are sad.” 

The whole movie has that mix of joy 
emerging from torment and vice-versa. In 
the ’80s Wilson develops a relationship with 
Melinda Ledbetter (Elizabeth Banks), who 
struggles to reconcile why a man she’s grow- 
ing to love is so controlled by Dr. Landy (Paul 
Giamatti), who says Wilson is a paranoid 
schizophrenic. Co-written by Oren Mover- 
man (“The Messenger”) and impressively di- 
rected by Bill Pohlad (making only his second 
film after spending the last decade producing 
movies including “12 Years a Slave”), “Love 
& Mercy” avoids traditional storytelling and 
consequently leaves a few elements of daily 
interactions under-recognized. That includes 


Wilson’s failed marriage and the person- 
alities of other band members, including 
“Footloose” star Kenny Wormald as Wilson’s 
brother/Beach Boys drummer Dennis. 

Still, it’s exhilarating to see a movie like 
this try something different, allowing its 
unconventional style to suit the creative 
mind of its inspiration. Embodying the soul 
of a real person, Dano and Cusack (relevant 
for the first time in years) are perfectly paired 
as a legend who is anything but the larger- 


than-life persona we’ve come to expect from 
creative icons. “That stuff doesn’t matter; it’s 
ego stuff,” Wilson responds when Landy asks 
why his star client didn’t tell Melinda that he 
was a Beach Boy off the bat. 

Long struggling with an abusive father and 
resulting physical and psychological issues, 
Brian Wilson was and is a different breed. 
“Love & Mercy” captures the glorious sound 
and predatory noise competing to move from 
his head to the studio.

Intolerably hopeless 



I’d call ‘Aloft” a 
slog, but it’s not 
that enjoyable. 

This is a misery 
delivery system 
that never rises 
above ponderous, 
frequently leaving out 
the details worth showing and taking forever 
depicting ones that aren’t. 

Set exclusively in anonymous, remote 
landscapes where cold lingers endlessly and 
smiles don’t exist, the film stars Jennifer 
Connelly as Nana. In an opening sequence 
I can’t say I understand, children receive 
tickets in hopes that they have the white 
one, granting them access to a hut made 
out of twigs. It’s like Willy Wonka’s golden 
ticket if Willy Wonka had no idea what kids 
find entertaining. Anyway neither of Nana’s 
boys win the, uh, grand prize, and regardless 
her son Ivan’s falcon quickly damages the 
structure’s roof, if you can call it a roof. The 
only reason this all holds any significance, 


other than the multiple instances that occur 
later in which people tell Nana “Your son’s 
bird didn’t deserve to die”— oops, spoiler alert, 
sorry not sorry— is that Nana touches the face 
of the winning child, who has impaired vision 
but soon finds he can see again. If writer- 
director Claudia Llosa was trying to present 
this mysticism as vaguely and unconvincingly 
as possible, then she succeeded. 

The filmmaker alternates between these 
scenes in the past, as Nana neglects Ivan (Zen 
McGrath) because of her younger son Gully’s 
(Winta McGrath, Zen McGrath’s actual 
younger brother) terminal illness, and the 
present, as Ivan (who grew up to be Cillian 
Murphy) agrees to help Jannia (Melanie 
Laurent), who says she’s doing a documentary 
on hybrid falcons. And Ivan, for what it’s 
worth, is one of the few people who would 


find that of interest. He’s estranged from 
his mother, however, and ‘Aloft” essentially 
takes what would be a condensed family 
reunion segment on “20/20” and expands it 
into an excruciating example of smothering a 
movie in agony and assuming that characters 
going through terrible pain and regret 
automatically translates into something 
revealing about sorrow and forgiveness. 


So much no. Where the tragedy of “The 
Sweet Hereafter” goes deep into human 
behavior in times of crisis, ‘Aloft” is shallowly 
somber, refusing to seek answers to inevitable 
questions like, “How are people still seeing 
her as a healer?” and “How lucrative is being 
a falconer anyway?” That the running time 
is actually only 91 minutes is shocking— the 
movie makes sludge look like a speed demon.

Chasing ‘Rainbow’

When LeVar Burton signed up to host “Read- 
ing Rainbow” in 1983, he thought the show 
would only be a short chapter in his TV career. 

But the program devoted to improving liter- 
acy among children was on the air for 26 years, 
and now it’s taken on a new form as an app and 
website that allow kids to explore e-books, 
watch virtual field trips and play games to en- 
courage their love for literature. 

‘Acting is how I make a living. Promoting 
literacy especially in children, is my vocation,” 
Burton said in a phone interview last month. 

Each episode of the half-hour show focused 
on a different book that often was narrated by a 
celebrity and featured kid reviews of the books. 

After more than 150 episodes, “Reading 
Rainbow” was canceled in 2006. Burton took 
over the brand but found losing the umbrella of 
PBS was not the only challenge he faced. The 
Internet had become an increasingly popular 
medium, and Burton realized he needed to 
reach children through their computer screens 


instead of through their TV screens. 

“I was really curious to know whether or not 
our brand of storytelling could translate into 
the digital realm,” said Burton, 58. 

In 2012, “Reading Rainbow” launched a paid 
subscription app that targeted kids 2 to 9 years 
old and offered 150 books and more than a doz- 
en virtual field trips. Now the app, which costs 
$49.99 for a yearly subscription, boasts more 
than 500 books and 100 field trips. 

Burton last year hosted a Kickstarter crowd- 
funding campaign to try to raise $1 million for 
“Reading Rainbow” He raised $6.4 million 
from more than 105,000 backers in one of the 
highest-grossing Kickstarter efforts ever. 

“The fact that there’s a whole generation of 
adults now for whom ‘Reading Rainbow’ is a 
treasured part of their childhood and they feel 
an emotional connection to both the brand and 
to me makes me proud,” Burton said. 

“I feel like in some small way I helped raise 
this generation, and they seemed to have 
turned out pretty well. I like who they are.”

British-lndian concept 
works for Pub Royale

T he Division Street scene took a 
loss last November when Small 
Bar, one of the first craft beer-fo- 
cused bars on the Wicker Park/Ukrainian 
Village border, closed up shop. But like 
a hawk snatching up a mouse before the 
bro-snakes closed in and made a banquet 
of it, Heisler Hospitality— the folks who 
brought us Lone Wolf and nearby Bar 
DeVille and Sportsman’s Club— swooped 
in. They recruited The Publican’s former 
beer director Michael McAvena and 
opened the British-lndian, beverage- 
driven Pub Royale last month. That’s a 
lot to unload, but I’ll start by saying it 
works. 


The scene: Even when sharing a communal 
table with strangers, the climate at Pub 
Royale is still cozy and intimate with low 
lighting and exposed brick on all sides. It’s 
decorated with ornate light fixtures, a few 
palms in stone planters and two taxidermied 
white pied peacocks flanking the wall-length 
mirror behind the bar. The best accents 
nearly go unnoticed, such as the Indian 
masks painted on the wood floors and on 
burlap-like tiles on the ceiling, the burgundy 
upholstered bar chairs with brass button 
designs on the back and the ceramic elephant 
tap handles. 

The story: The bar has a warm atmosphere 
that doesn’t feel overwhelmingly exploitative 
of colonial India, which is not only a risky 
concept that easily can teeter the kitschy/ 
classy line, but goes back to a time when 
British powers were not always well-received. 
“I was not interested in this idea when they 
contacted me,” beverage manager McAvena 
said. “But I really looked into it more and 
saw that there was this really unique history 
behind Indian curries and Indian food in 
England.” The concept developed when 
Heisler owners Kevin Heisner and Matt 
Eisler took a trip to London, where Indian 
food has a major influence. The pair liked the 
pub feel, and focused on Indian fare from a 
British perspective to avoid going overboard 
with traditional Indian. “Casual Anglo-Indian 
food is kind of what we were talking about, 


and no one really does it,” Heisner said. “You 
can go to Devon {Avenue} in Chicago for all 
of this traditional Indian food, but in these 
neighborhoods around here, we didn’t have a 
place that had this kind of concept, beverage- 
driven Indian food.” 

The beers and ciders: Small Bar regulars will 
feel at home with a drink menu that’s still 
quite beer-driven. A large electronic menu 
displays what’s on the 24 draft lines, but you 
won’t find it loaded down with IPAs 
The selection of styles is eclectic, 
with one draft line dedicated to 
mead and three to cider, and 
they all come from brewer- 
ies near and far, including a 
few British beers. Cider gets 
its own section on the bottle 
menu as well. McAvena is pretty 
ardent in saying IPAs are not the 
beers to pair with spicy food but rather 
something that “doesn’t get in the way” with 
low-carbonation, low bitterness with a touch 
of sweetness. Cider is “hands down” the 
best option, he said. Beer also creeps into 
the cocktail side of the menu in a shandy 
made with Off Color Brewing’s Troublesome 
gose that McAvena’s crew blends with a 
housemade limeade in new kegs. It was a bit 
undersold on the menu, along with a fun take 
on the popular yogurt-based mango lassi; 
though the menu doesn’t say so, it’s actually a

The cocktails: On the menu, the Letherbee 
Royale Cups ($8) are front and center. All 
are made with about an ounce and a half of 
a fruit liqueur that’s local Letherbee Distill- 
ers’ play on Pimm’s, made specially for Pub 
Royale. I asked my server which she thought 
was the most creative, and she suggested 
Cup No. 4 (Campari, rum, pineapple syrup 
and muddled strawberry), a play on a classic 
cocktail called the Jungle Bird. I was 
disappointed with how syrupy and 
overpowering the Campari was 
against the fresh strawberries 
and pineapple. Being on a chili 
liqueur kick, I ordered Cup 
No. 2 (Arrack, chili liqueur, lem- 
on juice, orange twist and mint). 
It was also a miss, but the others 
made up for it. Cup No. 1 is closer to 
a traditional Pimm’s Cup with gin, ginger 
beer, cucumber and mint, and Cup No. 3 is 
scotch-based with cinnamon, Angostura, 
lemon juice and muddled peaches. Both were 
incredibly refreshing cocktails. 

The food: The menu lands somewhere 
between traditional and British-inspired 
Indian food— you could call it “bastardized 
Indian food,” McAvena said. Eating authen- 
tic Indian food throughout college, thanks 
to a few Indian friends and roommates, I 


have high standards. If not prepared with 
care, too much of one single spice easily can 
mask more complex flavors. I ordered what 
I thought would be a solid test, the eggplant 
curry ($10), and they nailed it. Served with 
basmati rice, cashews, coconut and cilantro, 
it was delicious on its own, and even more so 
when drizzled with the sauces (lime yogurt, 
cilantro chutney and chili oil) that came 
with my date’s chicken tikka kati roll ($12). 
Late-night options include the regular samo- 
sas ($3) with potato, fried onion and peas; 
cucumber raita, a citrusy yogurt dip ($8); and 
the Royale with cheese ($14), a burger with 
spicy pickles, aioli, aged cheddar and fries. 
Pub Royale might just become my new favor- 
ite drunk food spot, especially with so many 
vegetarian options. 

The verdict: Pub Royale easily could pass 
for just another ambitious concept in this 
barstaurant revolution that’s taken over our 
dining scene, but the subtle details are what 
distinguishes it. Small Bar owner Phil McFar- 
land said last October that people would be 
pleased with who took over the space. And 
he’s right. The diverse craft beer selection, 
the late-night Indian fare, the British pub 
feel— it all works. Heisler Hospitality took a 
gamble on a difficult concept and executed 
Pub Royale with cider and grace.

Chicago’s first cava bar 
lands in Wicker Park

Here’s a delicious analogy: Cava is to Spain 
what champagne is to France. Who better 
to introduce the bubbly Spanish beverage to 
Wicker Park than W Craig Cooper, the bev- 
erage director and partner of River North’s 
sparkling wine-focused bar Pops for Cham- 
pagne? I stopped in hoping to find a taste of 
Spain in the bottom of a sparkling wine flute. 


He traveled to Barcelona, the closest major 
city to Spain’s cava region, and was inspired 
by the lively bars and style of service. During 
his research, he was drawn to the punk rock/ 
new wave revolution in the late ’70s and early 
’80s, brought on by the oppressive fascist dic- 
tator Francisco Franco’s death in 1975. ‘After 
he passed away, the country opened up and 
there was a huge explosion of art, and music 
and expression. We thought we’d bring all of 
those elements together by giving this sort of 
edgy Wicker Park feel, concentrating on that 
art and music,” Cooper said. 




The seating: The hostess suggested my date 
and I sit at the bar for the most authentic 
experience, which turned out to be a smart 
move. I had tons of questions for my bar- 
tender about the Spanish dishes on 
the menu, and probably Googled 
just as many. Though I loved be 
ing up close and personal with 
the bartender, I’d file the wiry 
metal bar chairs under “looks 
cool, feels horrible.” Sitting 
there in a sundress with the 
chain link-like seat digging 
into my bare legs made me think 
that the furniture here had to be 
selected by a man wearing pants. Pro tip: If 
you’re skirt- or shorts-clad, bring a sweater 
or jacket to sit on to protect your precious 
thighs. There’s also more seating in the back 
at tables and few larger wooden booths.

The cava: You drink cava just like any other 
sparkling wine, Cooper said, but what makes 
it unique are the grape varietals from the 
cava region. “They tend to be a bit 
drier than champagne, and they 
k don’t age as long, so they aren’t 
as rich and robust,” he said. 
Bom Bolla offers a lengthy 
selection of cava and rose by 
the bottle, and five and three, 
respectively by the glass. I 
went for a glass of the Mestres 
2009 Coquet Gran Reserva brut 
nature ($11), which was smooth and 
quite clean. I liked my date’s choice better, 
though, the Castellroig brut ($9). I lean more 
toward drier sparkling wines, so it was a 
touch more interesting to me, with a crisper 
and more prominent floral flavor. 


The scene: A steady crowd of young folks and 
couples were scattered about the bar, and the 
buzz of passers-by from the street coming in 
the open front door added to the lively vibe. 
The decor is a little Restoration Hardware, 
with a color palette that’s all sleek gunmetal 
grey and natural wood, plus a heavy dose of 
Europunk thanks to the tiled pop-art inter- 
pretation of Debbie Harry in the front of the 
bar and wheatpaste collage of Spanish comics 
and posters that leads to a back room. 

The story: Bom Bolla (pronounced as it’s 
spelled) is a modification of the Catalan word 
“bombolla” (pronounced bum-BO-ya), mean- 
ing “bubble.” The word is broken up in the 
bar’s name “to make a statement that we’re 
not trying to be 100 percent authentic,” 
Cooper said. “It’s our take on a Spanish bar.” 


The vermouth and sherry: There’s also a 
hefty list of still wines, Spanish beer and 
cider, and— what piqued my interest most— 
vermouth on tap and several sherry options. 
Because of the super-sweet sherries common 
in the U.S., Spanish sherries are often mis- 
judged, but Cooper said they’re some of the 
best food wines, and I definitely agree. From 
the selection of six sherries by the glass, my 
bartender helped me choose a drier one, the 
Valdespino Inocente fino ($7). It was fantas- 
tic, dry at the front with a rich, nutty flavor. 
In Spain, it’s popular to drink vermouth— a 
fortified wine flavored with herbs or spices — 
by the glass, Cooper said. The vermouth on 
tap, Atxa rojo ($6), was the gold star for me. 
Served over ice with an olive and a lemon 
wedge, it smelled spicy and aromatic and 
tasted incredibly fruity with a juicy finish.

There’s also a variety of interesting cocktails, 
such as the candy-like Sloe Roll ($10)— made 
with sloe berry and anise spirit, gin, Cocchi 
Americano and bitters with a cava topper— 
and gin-tonics ($10) made with housemade 
tonic waters paired with a variety of gins. 

In the Spanish variation of the traditional 
gin and tonic, the garnish— like citrus zest, 
thyme or mint— highlights the botanicals in 
the particular gin. 

The food: The menu is pretty typical of 
tapas-style items found in bars in Barcelona. 
Many of the ingredients are sourced directly 
from Spain, when possible, such as the olives, 
almonds, a few cheeses and ham (jamon). A 
sucker for fine cheese, I was excited by the 
cloched cheese display right on the bar and 
went for the sharp 12-month-aged manchego 
with membrillo (quince) jelly ($5). Not at all 
above eating cheese for dinner, I would have 
ordered all four cheeses and called it a night, 
but there were so many options: pintxos 
(food on a stick), montaditos (food on bread, 


like an open-face sandwich), bocadillos (sand- 
wiches) and raciones (shareable plates). My 
date and I decided on two bocadillos: fried 
squid with aioli ($8) and grilled pork shoulder 
with preserved lemon and manchego ($7), 
both served on delectable ciabatta buns by 
Evanston-based bakery Hewn. The squid 
sandwich was fresh and tasty, but my date 
wasn’t too fond of the pork shoulder (the 
words “exceptionally fatty” were used). The 
combinations of simple ingredients prove 
that a little goes a long way, and with most 
menu items priced between $4 and $12, 1 felt 
like my money also was going just as far. 

The bottom line: Though there’s some Span- 
ish translation to be done, with the help 
of the wait staff you can soak up a unique 
educational experience in a laid-back setting. 
Thanks to this little piece of Barcelona, I’ve 
adopted a simple mantra for the summer: 
cava, sherry, vermouth, repeat.

Fountainhead owner opens booze to-go market

Fountainhead, which has grown into one of 
the city’s go-to beer and whiskey bars in re- 
cent years, is now to-go. 

Fountainhead Market, which sits one door 
east of Fountainhead bar and restaurant, 
opened last month and aims to be “Foun- 
tainhead to go, basically,” managing partner 
Aaron Zacharias said. 

“We wanted to make a venue to be able to 
experience Fountainhead, but at your home,” 
Zacharias said. “Or a friend’s house.” 

Fountainhead Market, 1966 W Montrose 
Ave., was designed to have synergy with the 
Fountainhead bar, which recently celebrated 
its fifth anniversary For instance, the June 
beer of the month at Fountainhead Market 
is Half Acre Beer Co.’s Vallejo India pale ale, 
which means not only that a dollar is knocked 
off the price, but also that it will be on tap at 
the bar for the entire month. 

Ditto whiskey Curious about that $70 bot- 
tle of private label single-cask bourbon that 
Fountainhead chose itself for bottling? Just 
take a voucher next door to get what Zacha- 


rias calls “a half-ounce taste for a half-ounce 
price” (which starts at about $3). 

“We’re all really excited about that option be- 
cause it’s the kind of thing we’d want to do our- 
selves if we were the customer,” Zacharias said. 

Selling whiskey was one of the biggest 


draws to launching the market, Zacharias 
said, which carries about 10 single cask bot- 
tles available nowhere else. Until the market 
opened, those whiskeys were available only 
by the pour at the bar. At the market, they’re 
available for the first time by the bottle, rang- 


ing in price from about $40 to $130. 

Fountainhead sells private label, single cask 
whiskeys, including Buffalo Trace, Henry 
McKenna, Angel’s Envy and Glenfarclas, 
which makes Fountainhead’s signature whis- 
key a Scotch called Ferd in the Spey ($79). 

Fountainhead Market also will be among 
the first places to buy bottles of the beers 
made in collaboration between its chef, Clee- 
tus Friedman, and a host of breweries. Foun- 
tainhead Market also sells wine, grab-and-go 
sandwiches, sides, snacks and various food 
and drink gear, such as glassware. 

Though the businesses are not connected, 
and are run as separate entities, creating a col- 
laboration between the two “is the fun part of 
being in the industry” Zacharias said. 

“It’s about the creativity and having fun 
with something you’re passionate about,” he 
said. “I think you’re going to see more of that 
as soon as law allows.” 

Zacharias said he had to get a moratorium 
lifted against packaged liquor sales on that 
block, but was supported by his alderman, 
Ameya Pawar (47 th Ward).

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Organic beauty products next for Paltrow

From sweetheart of the big screen, Gwyneth 
Paltrow has grown into a force on the retail 
scene. 

Goop, the weekly email newsletter she 
started in 2008 to share her points of view on 
fashion, food, travel and health, has evolved 
into a website where shoppers can buy a Stella 
McCartney shift dress ($1,960), Pierre Hardy 
skate sneakers ($475) and more. Paltrow has 
experimented with pop-up stores in Los An- 
geles, Dallas and Chicago, and collaborates 
with designers on Goop exclusives. 

Paltrow’s most recent pairing goes a step 
further: She has signed on as creative director, 
makeup, for California-based Juice Beauty 
which prides itself on clinically validated or- 
ganic products, centering thus far on skin 
care. Priced from around $15 to $65, Juice is 
sold at Ulta stores and juicebeauty.com. 

Paltrow wasn’t familiar with Juice until one 
of Goop’s advisory board members intro- 
duced her to it. 

“I was sent the skin care products, and I 


was in heaven,” Paltrow said. “The Stem Cel- 
lular Moisturizer ($65) is a product that I use 
every day It feels very luxurious.” 

Next, Paltrow met Juice founder Karen 
Behnke. Their acquaintance led to a partner- 
ship in which Paltrow is more than the face 
of an ad campaign. The two invested in each 
other’s businesses, and Paltrow is presiding 
over Juice’s first major foray into color cos- 
metics, with its expanded product line ex- 
pected to launch before the December holi- 
days. Paltrow is designing the packaging and 
testing the products. 

“I’m in a profession where a lot of makeup 
is put onto my skin,” she said. “The reason 
that I have never used organic makeup, or in- 
frequently is I haven’t found anything that’s 
high performance enough to withstand the 
red carpet or a movie set or a cover shoot.” 

Creating organic color cosmetics is even 
more challenging than creating organic skin 
care products, Behnke said. Formulating mas- 
cara that stays put without coal tar or lipstick 
without lead isn’t cheap or easy. 


Paltrow applauds Behnke’s determination 
to do so, with the help of two in-house chem- 
ists. 

Paltrowwill addjuice makeup on Goop when 
it launches, priced from around $25 to $40, 
with a shelf life of approximately two years. 
All of Juice’s products are at least 70 percent 
organic ingredients, meeting California’s 
strictest standards for organic labeling. 

Over the past decade, people have become 
more aware of what they’re putting in their 
bodies, and the food industry has responded 
with healthier options. (Even Kraft macaroni 
and cheese is eliminating artificial dyes next 
year.) 

Now, Paltrow and Behnke think people 
are becoming more aware of what they put 
on their bodies. Clinical research shows skin 
absorbs about 64 percent of what’s put on it, 
Behnke said. 

“The benefit of the Internet is, we’re all 
getting really really smart as consumers,” 
Paltrow said. ‘And there’s a huge hole in the 
market for this.”
